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DETAILED ACTION 



Sequence Compliance 



Claim 58 recites a sequence not currently identified by a sequence identifier 
numbers but rather a gene bank accession number. The sequence disclosure is 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 
37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2), must be identified by sequence identifier numbers. If 
they are not already present in the Sequence Listing and/or identified in the 
specification by sequence identifier numbers, applicant must provide a paper copy and 
a computer readable copy of the Sequence Listing and a statement that the content of 
the paper and computer readable copies are the same and, where applicable, include 
no new matter, as required by 37 CFR 1 .821 (e) or 1 .821 (f) or 1 .821 (g) or 1 .825(b) or 
1 .825(d). A full response to this Office Action must include a complete response to the 
requirement for a Sequence Listing and the sequence identifier in claim 58.

Group II, claim(s) 60-61 , drawn to a method for preparing humanized IgA 
antibodies using a transgenic animal. 

Group III, claim(s) 62-66, drawn to a humanized IgA antibody. 

Group IV, claim(s) 67, drawn to an immunogenic composition comprising an IgA 
antibody combined with an antigen. 

Group V, claim(s) 68-69, drawn to a composition comprising an IgA antibody and 
an active ingredient, and a method for preparing the composition. 

Group VI, claim(s) 70-72, drawn to a method for treating infectious disease. 

Group VII, claim(s) 70, 71 , 73, drawn to a method for treating cancer. 



2. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, electronic 
resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 
another invention; 
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(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 
101 and/Or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Inventions IV, V and III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination (antibody- 
antigen, antibody alone or antibody-agent) as claimed does not require the particulars of 
the subcombination as claimed and the other component in each instance could lend 
patentability to the combination. The subcombination has separate utility respectively. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter and different search criteria, a serious burden is imposed on the Office to 
perform a complete search of the defined areas in both the patent and non-patent 
literature if all the groups are examined together. Therefore, the restriction set forth is 
proper and not to restrict would impose a serious burden in the examination of this 
application. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance 
with the provisions of MPEP § 821 .04. Process claims that depend from or 
otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a 
matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 
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In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103, and 112. Until an elected product claim is 
found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product claims 
and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See 
"Guidance on Treatment of Product and Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re 
Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. § 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is advised 
that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to maintain 
dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of the product 
claims.
